Remember, if they ask you to send money or use gift/credit cards to 
get money, it is a SCAM. Never open any links in an a suspicious email. Below are some of the scams, 
that are still going strong. 


IRS has filed a court case and you owe money. 

You Social Security Number is being used fraudulently 

Your APPLE account is compromised 

Your Microsoft computer is being controlled by someone else or your warranty is or going to expired 

A relative in Africa died and left you money, do you have a relative in Africa? 

Some one needs your help to hold or transfer their money from a foreign country. 

An email from your email address stating they have planted a virus or other computer attack. You can 
use any email address in the from line. 


Please remember, These scammers use greed, fear and intimidation to separate you from your 
money. If you have any questions or are unsure, please call or email me and | can help you. | read today 
that aman was scammed out of over $300,000.00.

Who says that there is no 
DX on at the sunspot minima! Look at the chart above. Note the 
very few entities that were not worked from the West Coast. 
Honorable mention goes to Bill, N6WS, who has exceeded 1000 
slots for the year. 


It was good to hear several club members on during the CQWW 
CW contest! The conditions were pretty good for the bottom of 
the sunspot cycle. Of course the majority of the activity was on 
160 —20 meters with a little on 15 & 10 meters. Several mem- 
bers worked DXCC and a few worked DXCC on 40 & 20. 


As you can see things have stepped up this month. Even so, all 
of ClubLog is running a little lower than last year. Mainly this is 
because of activity not propagation. If someone is on from a 
rare place then a near neighbor has worked them! That said, we 
have a few weeks left to add to the count. We did close the gap 
with ClubLog leaders working 9 new ones compared to their 5 
though the 2 we worked that others didn’t (TI9 & ZD9) are highly 
suspect.

We wanted to use our 80 meter sloper on 60 meters so 
a trap seems to be the ideal approach. Having one 
tower and a small city lot, running separate antennas 
would result in interactions between the two anten- 
nas. N6RV ran EZNec data on antenna interactions 
and it was determined we would be better off using a 
trapped sloper. The inclusion of this trap would shorten & 
the length of the 80 meter length.

A few 'trap' points of interest are: 

The overall insertion loss isn't that bad, a few tenths of 
a dB typically and they aren't that critical in frequency 
of operation. | ran 1.5 KW on 3.7 MHz into this an- 
tenna and saw no problems what so ever.

The trap can be parallel resonant above or below the 
desired frequency, in this case 5.37 MHz. You don't 
want the trap to be parallel resonant at the operating 
frequency because of high voltages present on the ca- 
pacitor portion of the trap. 60 meter power is limited to 
100 watts anyway. This particular trap was cut for 5.22 
MHz using 78 inches of RG-142 coaxial cable. RG-58 
could be used as well. For parallel resonance, the braid 
functions as the inductance and the center conductor 
to braid provides about 30 pf/foot of capacitance.

The coax was wound on a 2 inch diameter length of 
PVC pipe. Braid was stuffed through one hole and out 
another nearby. This helps keep it in place without any 
hardware. Holding the PVC in a vice facilitates winding. 
Once the pre-stripped coax is tightly wound on the

and soldered to the opposite end of the braid. The 
‘unused" end of the coax is left about an inch long to avoid any chance of arcing. After assembly, the 
exposed parts of the trap can be weather proofed with ScotchKote and a heavy coat of paint. 


After installing the trap and adjusting the lengths, the 60 meter sloper measured 39 feet and 21 feet 
after the trap for 80 meters, 3.7 MHz. | will be adding more length to the 80 meter length to move it 
down to the CW portion of the band. 


A network analyzer plot is shown with the trimmed and installed antenna.
